TEACHERS CLUB 
REPRESENTATIVES 

The Teachers Club, represented 
by Mrs. Boutilier, Mrs, Kennedy, | 
Mr. Whittredge and Mr. McMahon | 
were present for a discussion of 
teachers’ salaries. A schedule has 
been drawn up for consideration, 
with minimum salary, for a teacher 
starting with a Bachelor's degree 
being $2300, and with a Master's 
degree $2500. This salary is to in- 
crease yearly by $100, providing 
that the teachers’ complete outside 
study, to the amount of three sem- 
ester hours every three years, and 
in addition take in service t 
when réquired by the Superinten- 
dent. 

There was considerable discus- 
sion of the various phases of this 
schedule, all the discussion being on 
a friendly basis. It was propose! 
that sick leave be 5 days a year, 
accumulative to a total of 30 days. 
It was proposed that maximum sat- 
aries, at the present time, be $3400 
for teachers with Bachelor's Degree, 
and 10 or more years service, and 
$3600 for those with Doctor's de- 
grees. At the same time, the maxi- 
mum was never to be more than 
$1100 more that the State minimum. 
A three-day leave was proposed for 
those teachers who had a death in 
the imediate family. 

Mr. McMahon pointed out that 
the studies required of the teachers 
were to be approved by the Super- 
intendent, to prevent teachers tak- 
ing pipe courses”. Mr. Whittr 
pointed out that

ers were also tax-payers, and that 
the view point of the latter had 
been considered by the teachers. It 
was agreed that teachers now in the 
employ of the town would start in 
this schedule, if the committee voted 
to adopt it, at a point equal to their 
present salary, regardless of their 
length of service. The teachers 
pointed out that there was some in- 
justice in haying their salaries ad- 
justed or. the first of January, each 
year, and that it would be better if 
salaries were set when school start- 
ed, in September.

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FREEDOM OF INFORMATION 

The past week has been enlivened by a discussion between 
a group of citizens and the Board of Health. The original sub- 
ject was the odors of Harriman’s tannery, but this was soon 
more or less abandoned for a quite lively discussion about a let- 
ter written by the State Department of Health. 

This letter, which concerns itself with the tannery, was writ- 
ten to the Board. of Health. When this group of citizens learned 
of the existence of the letter they demanded to see it. The 
Board of Health did not show the letter. The. Board claimed 
that it was very technical, and they claimed other things, and 
did not show the letter. The probable reason was that the 
gentlemen on the Board of Health, who are very capable in 
their line, realized that this was possibly a legal matter, and, 
being uncertain of their position they sought safety in cautious 
actions. 

We sympathize with the Board of Health. They are not alone 
in their position. There are, in the Town of Wilmington, many 
citizens who serve on similar committees, and find themselves 
in similar positions. 

Committees of this type hold that their transactions are 
primarily of interest to themselves, That, of course is poppy- 
cock. The transactions of any public board are public business, 
and may not be withheld from the public. (There are two ex- 


ceptions, on a National scale, but we won't go into that now.) | 


These committees sometimes believe that it is in the public 
interest to withhold information, At other times, information 
is: withheld because they feel that certain newspapers will 
expose the persons on the committee to ridicule. Such things, 
it must be admitted, have happened, but this still is not an 
excuse. 

Mr, James S. Pope, Chairman of the Committee on Freedom 
of Information of the American Society of Newspaper Editors 
has stated that Washington, D. C. is the only place outside the 
Iron Curtain where the city council is not required to allow 
the people to look on, while the council transacts what would 
be called elsewhere ‘public business’. 

What Mr. Pope refers to is the fact that Congress has speci- 
fically not required this council, which it appoints, to hold pub: 
lic sessions, hence their sessions are secret. 

The Board of Selectmen, in Wilmington, follow a similar 
practice; one that is probably unique in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. In every other town the public is allowed 
to listen‘in. Not so in Wilmington. 

The Finance Committee Chairman has stated in the Town 
Hall that the only paper which is going to print any news about 
the Finance Committee is the New York Times. (Incident 
our New York Times reporter was present at the last meet 
ing of this Board, but we did not have the space to publish his 
report 
The School Committee, at one time, attempted to hold private 
sessions. They have since seen the error of their ways. 

Yes, the Board of Health is not alone.

There was discussion concerning 
the heading of the petition. The 
petitioners pointed out that this 
particular heading had been ap- 
proved by Mr. Taylor, of the State 
Department of Health. 

There was discussion too, on the 
fact that not all the residents who 
had signed the-petition lived in the 
area of the tannery. Some of these 
Persons, it was noted, lived in the 
Silver Lake area, while others lived 
on, Lowell Street: The petitioners 
pointed out that some of these 
signers had children who attended 
the Whitefield School, and others 
who had signed had done so be- 
cause they could smell the tannery 
from their homes, and were other- 
wise concerned. 

The Board of Health of Wilming- 
ton announced to the group that 
Mr. Taylor and Mr. Dallas of the

formed the group at the time of 
their previous meeting with the 
Town Manager in his office last 
month. At that time the State men 
had said that it would be possible 
for the local Board to close the 
Tannery within twenty-four hours 
if Mr, Harriman did not comply 
with their order to stop creating the 
obnoxious odors.
